Insects at rest 
have a temperature practically the 
same as that of the surrounding air 
in ordinary conditions of heat and of 
humidity, Under usual conditions the 
temperature of an insect rises with 
that of the surrounding air, only mere 
slowly. When the alr is very moist the 
Insect’s temperature may rise more 
rapidly than that of the air.

The Action of Light and Alr In What 
Causes the Change. 

The fastness of color depends on the 
stability of the coloring matter as well 
as on that of the combination between 
the material and the color. Nearly all 
organte colors are bleached by the con 
tinned action of light and air. Light 
alone can cause changes and favors 
the formation of small quantities of 
ozone and hydrogen peroxide, especial- 
ly in the presence of water, which ts 
always to be found in all ordinary ma 
terlals 

These two substances are powerful 
oxidizing agents, readily giving up a 
portion of the oxygen contained in 
them, and this combines with or oxi 
dizes the coloring matter, forming a 
body closely allied to it, but which is 
less intensely colored, and in some 
if the action earried far 
enough, the color is entirely destroyed.

Studied is never before and many cities 
have organizations which are devoted to 
bettering the government that is nearer 
to the citizen—the city or town. Come 
to think of it, isn’t it singular that our} 
largest totals of votes are cast in inverse | 

jratio to the nearness of the electoral 
j}contest? Nay, it can properly be said, 

} to the importance of the contest. The 
largest portion of the property-owning 

citizen's tax bill is the city or town 
item, and from this one would think 
that the municipal election would enlist 
the greatest interest on the part of such 
a voter. Yet we are accustomed to 
grade voting totals in the following 
order: Presidential, State, Congressional, 
| State off year, aud Municipal. The fact 
that at the last municipal election in 
| Woburn the record-breaking vote of 
ninety-two percent of the registration 
| was cast 18 set down as an interesting 
exception to the rule, whereas, one 

} would think, the municipal totals ought 
always to be the largest. 

And it seems, too, that the interest of 

}the voter is often in inverse ratio to 
what he has at stake. The indifferent 

voter is oftener the one who owns 
property, who has a comfortable income, 
who likes to pursue the even tenor of 
his way, than the poll-tax-paying work-

THE B*WBOO PLANT. 


Tt Sometimes Grows at the Rate ot 
Three Feet a Day. 

The word bamboo suggests to most 
Americans a faithful fishing rod or a 
dainty fan, To the Japanese and Chi 
nese, who are the most practical agri- 
culturista In the world, it Is as indis 
pensable as the white pine to the 
Amertean farmer They are not only 
dependent upon it for much of thelr 
building material, but make their 
mats, kitchen utensils and In 
numerable other articles out of {t 

There are many varieties of the bam 
boo plant, from the species whieh Is 
Into mats to the tall bamboo 
tree which the Chinaman uses for the 
mast of his large bont, One vartety ts 
cultivated as oa vegetable and the 
young shoots eaten like asparagus, or 
they may be salted, pickled 
served 

The rapidity of growth of the bam 
boo Is perhaps Its most wonderful char 
neteristle There are actual records 
of a bamboo growing three feet In a 
single day, or at the rate of one and a 
half tnehes an hour. 

Varieties of bamboo are found evy- 
erywhere In Japan, even where there 
are heavy falls of snow in winter. It 
is a popular misconception that bam- 
boos grow only in the tropics, Japan 
is a land of bamboos, and yet where 
these plants grow it is not so warm In 
Winter as it is in Callifornia.—National 
Geographic Magazine.
